BEING  THAT  FOR 


THE  YEAR  1921. 


To  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  of  the 
City  and  County  of  Worcester. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1921,  this  being  the 
thirty-first  Annual  Report  that  I  have  written  for  the  City  Council. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  addressed  a  Circular  Letter  to  Local  Authorities 
recently  suggesting  that  a  full  and  detailed  report  need  only  be  given  every 
5  years  and  that  in  the  intervening  years,  reports  of  a  more  simple  character 
will  suffice.  The  Health  Committee  after  consideration  of  this  Circular 
agreed  to  this  course  being  adopted. 

The  Statistics  of  the  year  are  favourable  and  encouraging.  The  death- 
rate  was  12,3  per  1,000  (see  Table  I,  Column  13)  and  is  the  lowest  rate  that 
has  been  recorded  for  the  City.  The  Infant  deathrate  was  60.4  per  1,000 
births  and  is,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1918  when  it  was  60,  lower 
than  in  any  previous  year.  The  average  rate  of  the  184  smaller  towns  among 
which  Worcester  is  classed  was  84. 

But  it  is  not  only  to  deathrate s  that  we  must  look  for  the  results  of 
the  efforts  to  save  Infant  Life.  These  efforts  must  result  in  greatly 
improved  health  among  all  the  children  who  come  under  the  good  influences. 

The  learning  Mother  does  not  apply  the  knowledge  she  has  gained  only  to  the 
child  under  observation  but  all  the  young  family  benefit  and  oftentimes  the 
neighbouring  families. 

The  Report  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  department  by  Dr.  Mitchell 
shows  a  year  of  hard  work  with  good  results.  It  will  be  6een  in  how  many 
various  ways  the  Mothers  are  helped  and  all  of  these  are  necessary  for 
healthy  Child  life. 

It  is  lamentable  that  an  alleged  necessity  has  arisen  for  rationing  the 
benefits  that  wore  a  few  years  ago  said  to  be  urgent  and  imperative  if  the 
Nation  were  to  breed  an  A.l*  population.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Mothers 
and  children  will  still  by  some  means  continue  to  obtain  all  the  help  which 
they  need  for  healthy  Motherhood  and  healthy  infancy.

A s  tho  health  of  the  citizens  largely  depends  on  their  living  in  good 
houses  with  free  access  of  sunshine  and  fresh  air,  it  is  highly  important 
that  the  building  oi*  more  housos  is  undertaken  in  tho  near,  future .  Tho 
Health  Co.mmi.ttoQ  aro  doing  what  tliey  can  to  remedy  tho  gross  dofoots  in  tho 
existing  unfit  houses,  but  their  activities  are  hampered  by  the  groat  short¬ 
age  of  houses. 

I  have  pleasure  in  testifying  to  tho  excellent  work  of  tho  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Ralph  Taylor,  who  is  ably  supported  by  the  two 
Assistant  Inspectors.

POPULATION.  -  The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  of 
the  City  in  the  middle  of  1921  at  49,160.  A  memorandum  was  received  on  March 
6th,  1922,  from  the  General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House,  saying  that  an 
adjustment  had  beon  made  of  tho  figures  of  tho  Census  by  redistribution  of 
the  non-resident  population  of  certain  areas  (holiday  resorts  &c.)  among 
the  areas  in  which  those  persons  resided.  This  has  resulted  in  an  increase  of 
tho  Co nous  figure,  46,040,  by  312, 

THE  BIRTHRATE  was  20.1  per  1,000  of  the  population.  During  the  last  10 
years  this  rate  has  been  exceeded  4  times,  the  highest  birth  rate  during  the 
10  years  was  23.2  for  the  year  1920. 

The  Birthrate  for  England  and  Wales  was  22.4  and  that  for  the  148  smallwr 
towns  among  which  Y/orcoster  is  classed  was  22.7  per  1,000. 

THE  DEATHRATE  was  12.3  which  is  the  lowest  deathrato  rooorded  during 
the  preceding  10  years.  (See  Table  I).  The  extraordinarily  sunny  summer 
weather  prolonged  over  seven  months  will  not  soon  be  forgotten  and  the  effect 
is  shewn  in  this  low  deathrate. 

The  deathrate  for  England  and  TYales  was  12.1  and  that  for  the  148  smaller 
towns  was  11.3. 

THE  INFANT  DEATHRATE,  calculated  at  per  1,000  births  was  60.4.  With 
the  exception  of  the  year  1918  when  the  rate  was  60.0  this  is  smaller  than 
any  rate  previously  recorded. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  83,  and  that  for  the  148  smaller  towns 
was  84. 

The  various  causes  of  deaths  among  infants  are  set  out  in  Table  II. 

It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  60  deaths,  no  less  than  22  occurred  during 
the  first  two  weeks  after  birth,  a  loss  of  life  due  to  some  abnormal  prenatal 
conditions.  Fifteen  other  deaths  were  caused  by  lung  diseases,  bronchitis 
and  pneumonia.  Only  6  babies  died  from  diarrhea  al  disorders  which  is  a  much 
smaller  number  than  might  have  been  expected  when  the  long  and  hot  summer  is 
taken  into  consideration.  It  is  noteworthy  that  Dr.  Mitchell  reports  that 
none  of  the  infants  attending  at  the  Child  Clinics  died  from  diarrhcoa 
although  226  infants  attending  the  Clinics  were  known  to  have  suffered  from 
this  disease.  This  is  a  good  example  of  success  attending  tho  early  detection 
and  treatment  of  dangerous  diseases  of  infancy. 

Owing  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Country,  the  amount  of  money 
spent  on  providing  dinners  and  milk  for  Mothers  and  Children  was  much  reduced 
during  tho  year. 

This  part  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme  has  many  critics  and 
reports  were  from  time  to  time  sent  alleging  abuse  of  this  provision  of  food 
in  several  cases.  All  these  cases  were  striotly  investigated  (two  by  tho  City 
Police)  but  in  no  case  was  any  abuse  of  tho  Regulations  of  the  Health 
Committee  proved. 

It  is  cortain  that  the  supply  of  moals  and  milk  to  the  mothers  arid  infants 
was  highly  beneficial  to  them.  In  these  times  of  comparative  poverty  the 
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young  children  lack  the  food  they  need.  To  supply  this  is  a  real  economy. 

It  builds  up  in  the  child  a  resistance  to  disease  of  all  kinds,  and  especially 
to  the  infectious  disoases,  to  all  of  which  children  under  5  years  are 
particularly  prone.  By  sufficient  food  and  by  good  hygiene  in  the  h&ne,  as 
taught  by  the  Health  Visitors,  the  child  is  enabled  to  grew  up  healthy  and  a 
credit  to  the  Nation. 

THE  H0SPIT3L  ACCOMMODATION  OP  THE  DISTRICT  consists  of 


1.  The  General  Infirmary  having  120  beds,  but  only  80  beds  are  available 
as  two  wards  are  closed  for  lack  of  funds. 

2.  The  Infirmary  Wards  of  the  Worcester  Guardians  having  84  sick  beds 

for  males,  76  for  women,  6  for  children,  and  4  lying  in  wards. 

3.  The  City  Hospital,  Newtown  Road,  l|~-  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  City, 

having  46  beds  for  ordinary  infectious  diseases  and  34  for  Tubercul¬ 
osis  patients. 

4.  The  City  Smallpox  Hospital,  off  the  Tolladine  Road,  2  miles  from  the 
centre  of  the  City.  This  Hospital  is  always  in  readiness  for  the 
reception  of  patients. 

There  is  a  horse  ambulance  at  the  Newtown  Hospital  and  another  at  the 
Smallpox  Hospital , 

There  is  a  Motor  Ambulance  belonging  to  the  Joint  Association  of  British 
Red  Cross  and  Order  of  St.  John  Societies,  which  can  always  be  obtained  by 
applying  to  the  Secretary,  at  48  Foregate  Street. 

THE  CITY  Y7ATER  SUPPLY.  -  The  filtration  of  the  River  water  has  been 
successfully  carried  out  during  the  year.  There  were  an  undue  number  of  B. 

Coli  on  two  occasions  only.  Some  derangement  of  the  filtration  occurred  in 
the  latter  part  of  June.  There  was  an  enormous  increase  in  the  micro-organisms 
in  the  River  water,  due  probably  to  the  great  heat  stimulating  their  growth. 
This  for  3  weeks  caused  a  large  number  of  organisms  to  bo  present  in  the 
filtered  water.  The  Engineer  was  of  opinion  that  the  increase  of  organisms 
took  place  after  filtration. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Ralph  Taylor,  has  furnished  the 
following  information  of  work  done  during  the  year. 

ABATEMENT  OF  NUISANCES.  -  During  the  year,  1665  Request  Notices  were 
served  for  the  abatement  of  Nuisances  and  for  obtaining  Sanitary  improvements 
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to  dwellings.  Further,  in  consequence  of  the  Request  Notices  not  being 
complied  with,  your  lioalth  Committee  ordered  mo  to  serve  438  Statutory  Notices. 

As  a  result  of  263  inspections  of  houses  under  the  Housing  Acts,  199 
Notices  wore  also  servod,  and  tho  'works  specified  in  those  Notices  are  not 
included  on  the  following  Summary.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT.  -  There  were  232  workshops  on  our  Register, 
not  including  Bakehouses,  at  the  end  of  1921. 

Five  new  Workshops  have  been  added  during  the  year  and  6  have  been  struck 
off,  4  having  been  given  up  and  one  converted  into  a  Factory. 

During  the  year  I  have  had  occasion  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Owners 
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of  Occupiers  to  the  following  defects

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Three  Notices  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  vrere  investigated  and  dealt  with 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

There  are  at  present  60  Bakehouses  on  our  Register.  At  the  end  of  1921 
49  were  occupied  and  11  were  not  in  use.  Four  breaches  of  the  special 
Sanitary  arrangements  for  Bakehouses  were  dealt  with. 

CQHLiOli  LODGING  HOUSES.  -  There  are  9  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses 
in  the  City;  5  of  the  houses  take  in  men  only  and  4  take  in  married  couples 
and  men. 

Most  of  the  houses  are  very  old,  and  are  in  consequence  subject  to  many 
Sanitary  disadvantages,  but  the  occupiers  endeavour  to  keep  them  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  condition  by  frequently  limewashing. 

The  houses  have  been  frequently  visited,  and  special  attention  was  given 
to  them  just  before  and  after  the  Hop-picking  deason. 

HOUSES  LET  1M  LODGINGS .  -  Thore  are  11  houses  in  the  City  registered. 

They  are  visited  by  the  Inspectors  and  are  usually  found  to  be  fairly  well 
kept.  The  rooms  contained  in  some  oases  a  larger  number  of  persons  than  is 
desirable,  but  as  no  better  cccommodation  was  obtainable  owing  to  the  great 
doarth  of  housos,  no  aotion  has  been  possiblo  except  to  keep  the  rooms  as 
clean  and  wholesome  as  the  conditions  allowed. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES.  -  There  are  3  Fellmongers,  5  Tripe  Boilers,  2  Hide 
Skin  and  Fat  Dealers,  2  Gut  Scrapers,  6  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers,  and  27  Fish 
Friers,  carrying  on  Offensive  Trades  within  the  City. 

Two  applications  were  received  for  Permission  to  carry  on  the  trade  of 
Fish  Friers,  and  consent  was  given  by  the  Health  Committee  subject  to  the 
conditions  mentioned  in  the  applications. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  made  and  the  promises  as  a  rule  were  found  in 
a  satisfactory  condition.  No  complaint  has  been  received  during  the  year  of 
any  nuisance  arising  from  the  Trades. 

PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES:  -  The  number  of  Private  Slaughterhouses  in 
the  City  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  viz 

24  Registered  Slaughterhouses  occupied  and  8  which  have  not  beenused 


during  the  year 


The  houses  are  regularly  visited  to  see  that  the  Byelaws  are  oomplied 
with,  and  to  inspect  as  far  as  possible  the  meat  killed  in  them. 

On  many  occasions  carcases  were  examined  at  the  request  of  butchers 
because  they  were  found  to  be  unsound  during  the  process  of  slaughtering,  and 
I  have  much  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  assistance  which  some  of  the  butchers 
have  given  to  me,  and  the  ready  way  in  which  any  part  of  a  carcase  has  been 
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surrendered  when  I  havo  represented  such  as  being  unfit  for  flood. 

RJBLIC  SLAUGIITE141QUSES .  At  the  beginning  of  tho  year  the  new  system 
of  running  rails  for  carrying  meat  from  the  Slaughterhouses  to  the  Meat  Store 
were  a  considerable  source  of  trouble,  but  after  being  thoroughly  overhauled 
proved  satisfactory  and  greatly  facilitated  the  work  of  the  Slaughterhouse . 

Mr.  R.  Taylor,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  attends  the  Slaughterhouses 
each  morning  and  all  meat  and  offals  are  inspected  before  removal  from  the 
Slaughterhouses .

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  &  MILKSHOPS  ORDER.  -  During  the  year  10  additional 
persons  were  Registered  as  Purveyors  of  Milk  and  6  Registrations  were  cancelled 
the  persons  having  transferred  their  business.  This  leaves  the  total  at  the 
end  of  tho  year  at  64. 

In  addition  to  the  periodical  inspection  of  the  premises  70  samples  of 
milk  were  obtained  for  analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  from  the  milk 
sellers. 

During  the  year  One  cowshed  has  been  newly  registered  and  one  cowkeeper 
has  given  up  keeping  oows  for  the  purpose  of  trade,  so  that  there  are  now  6 
Registered  cowsheds  within  the  City. 

The  usual  oleansing  and  limewashing  of  the  sheds  has  been  carried  out, 
but  2  of  the  occupiers  Were  requested  to  keep  the  floors  of  the  sheds  in  a 
more  cleanly  condition. 


FOOD. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AflD  DRUGS  ACTS.  -  The  Total  number  of  samples  submitted  to 
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tho  Analyst  in  1921  was  153.  Of  these  92  were  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drills  Aots,  and  61  were  test  samples. 

Of  tho  92  samples  taken  under  the  Act,  89  wore  certified  to  bo  genuino 
and  3  as  adulterated;  of  the  61  test  samples,  59  wore  certified  to  bo  genuine 
and  2  as  adulterated*

SMALLPOX.  ~  No  case  of  this  disease  has  been  notified.  The  Hospital 
in  the  Tolladino  Road  is  always  ready  to  receive  patients. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  -  There  were  56  cases  notified,  5  of  these  being  "second^ 
ary"  cases  and  no  death  occurred.  Fifty  of  the  patients  were  admitted  to 
Hospital,  i.e.  89$.  The  disease  was  mostly  of  a  mild  type,  and  the  39  school 
ohildren  who  were  attacked,  attended  15  different  School  departments. 

DIPHTHERIA*  «.  Of  this  disease  107  cases  were  notified,  9  of  those  wero 
secondary  cases  and  one  death  occurred.  Of  the  107  cases,  83  wore  admitted 
to  the  City  Hospital,  i.e.  77$.  From  the  beginning  of  April  to  the  end  of 
August,  5  months,  only  18  oases  were  notified  from  the  City.  There  were  two 
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outbreaks  in  the  wards  of  tho  General  Infirmary,  where  sorious  defects  in  the 
drainage  wore  discovered,  all  of  which  have  boon  remodiod.  Thoro  was  also  a 
localised  outbreak  in  the  Rainbow  Hill  district  during  the  last  3  months  of 
the  year.  Twenty-one  persons  wore  attacked,  14  of  whom  attended  St,  Barnabas 
Infant  School, 

There  wore  651  swabs  taken  from  nose  and  throat  of  patients  during  the 
year;  301  were  sont  in  by  medical  practitionors  and  550  from  the  City 
Hospital , 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  swabs  from  persons  suffering  from 
sore  throats  is  a  groat  help  to  the  diagnosis  of  doubtful  cases,  and  enables 
treatment  bo  bo  bggun  at  an  early  stage  of  tho  disease  when  anti-toxin  treat¬ 
ment  is  most  efficacious.  Indeed  it  would,  in  many  cases,  be  bettor  to  give 
the  anti-toxin  forthwith,  and  not  await  tho  result  of  the  examination, 

Tho  question  of  "carriers"  in  this  disease  is  a  troublesome  one.  In  an 
outbreak  in  an  Institution  this  yoar,  it  was  thought  desirable  to  take  swabs 
from  about  100  persons.  Twelve  of  these  wore  roportod  to  have  Diphtheria 
Bacilli  cultivated  from  the  swabs,  which  is  about  what  would  bo  found  if 
promiscuous  swabbing  vras  carried  out  in  any  community.  Hone  of  theso  persons 
suffered  from  sore  throat,  nor  had  they  any  clinioal  signs  of  Diphtheria. 

Those  cases  remained  in  the  Institution  and  no  further  oases  were  reported. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  published  a  Report  on  Diphtheria,  and  this 
"carrier"  question  is  fully  discussed.  The  Report  says  "it  is  a  moot  point 
whether  a  positive  bacteriological  finding,  in  absence  of  clinical  symptoms, 
is  sufficient  evidence  on  which,  for  instanco,  to  take  any  action  which  entails 
the  recognition  of  the  case  as  infective.  Routine  removal  of  such  cases  to 
Hospital  is  to  be  deprecated.  It  is  doubtful  whether,  in  such  oases,  thoro 
is  justification  for  so  stretching  the  interpretation  of  the  tom  "diphtheria" 
as  to  permit  the  carrier  being  formally  notified  as  diphtheria  under  the 
Notification  Acts." 

The  chief  Medical  Officer  gives  his  opinion  that  notification  of  casos  of 
Diphtheria  should  be  limited  to  persons  shewing  clinical  signs  of  the  disoase 
with  or  without  bacteriological  evidence  of  the  presence  of  Diphtheria 

bacilli. 

TYPHOID  &  PARATYPHOID  FEVER,  -  Three  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were 
notified  during  the  year.  Two  of  tho  patients  wore  notified  from  the  wards  of 
tho  General  Infirmary  vfhere  they  had  been  admitted  before  the  disease  was 
diagnosed.  Both  these  patients  w oro  taken  to  the  City  Hospital  as  soon  as  it 
wus  safe  to  remove  thorn.  All  those  patients  recovered. 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  vras  notified.  The  patient  came  to  hor  house 
ill  from  a  neighbouring  town,  and  died  after  a  long  illness. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS.  -  One  case  was  notified.  The  patient  was  a  boy  of 
5  yearB,  and  tho  illness  came  on  as  ho  was  recovering  from  an  attack  of 
Pneumonia, 

No  cases  of  ACUTE  POLIOENCEPHALI TIS ,  nor  of  CEREBROSPINAL  FEVER  was 
notifiod  during  the  yoar.

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El'lCEHLALITIS  LETHaRGICA.  -  Thoro  were  6  cases  notified,  throe  of  whom 
died  on  the  day  following  the  notification,  two  were  middle  aged  men  and  one 
a  youth  of  16.  The  other  3  cases  were  men.  There  was  no  connection  traced 
between  the  cases,  whose  homes  were  widely  separate  one  from  another,  ho 
spread  of  the  disease  took  place. 


THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (FttEUMONIA,  MALARIA,  &C.,)  REGULATIONS,  1918. 


ACUTE  PRIMARY  PfSUMOIIIA.  -  Those  Regulations  issued  in  January,  1919, 
say  that  this  term  includes  all  primary  oases  of  Lobar  and  Lobular  Pneumonia, 
that  is  cases  that  are  not  secondary  to  some  other  disease,  such  as  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough,  kc , , 

There  were  46  cases  notified  during  the  year,  12  in  the  1st  Quurtor,  6  in 
the  2nd,  5  in  the  3rd  and  21  in  the  4th.  Of  these  46  oases,  5  died, 

IHFLUEUZAL  FKEUMOUIA.  *•  i.e.  Pneumonia  as  a  sequelae  of  Influenza. 

There  were  8  cases  notified  and  2  of  them  died.  There  we re  a  good  many 
sporadic  cases  of  Influenza  through  the  year  and  6  deaths  wore  registered  as 
due  to  this  disease. 

MALARIA.  -  Only  one  case  was  notified,  an  ex-soldier  who  had  contracted 
the  disease  in  the  East. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  118  persons  were  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease^ 
93  from  the  Pulmonary  form  (including  18  ex-service  men),  and  25  from  various 
non-pulmonary  forms. 

PUIJvDHARY  CASES.  -  Of  the  93  cases,  50  were  males  and  43  females. 
Twenty-six  of  these  died  during  the  year,  13  in  loss  than  one  month  after 
notification,  and  7  others  in  loss  than  3  months.  Of  the  50  males,  18  wore 
ex-service  men  and  6  of  them  died.  IThen  year  after  year  so  largo  a  proportion 
of  the  cases  die  within  3  months  of  notification  the  work  of  a  local  Authority 
must  appear  ineffective  as  regards  the  saving  of  life. 


— 
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The  Chief  Medical  Officer  in  his  Report  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
the  year  1920,  after  ppinting  out  that  the  main  source  of  infection  is  the 
expectoration  of  advanced  tuberculous  cases,  says  "The  real  danger  tc  human 
beings  is  massive  or  prolonged  infection,  sufficient  to  overpower  the  forces 
of  natural  resistance .  Whilst  therefore  it  is  essential  to  recognise  the 
infectious  or  subinfectious  nature  of  tuberculosis  it  is  undesirable  to 
exaggerate  the  danger  of  ordinary  daily  intercourse  under  satisfactory  con¬ 
ditions,  between  healthy  people  and  consumptives.  With  the  exercise  of  due 
care  on  both  sides  the  consumptive  need  not,  as  a  rule,  be  of  danger  to  those 
associated  with  him." 

This  quotation  needs  emphasising  as  much  unnecessary  alarm  and  anxiety  is 
caused  by  ignorance  of  the  true  facts.  This  alarm  leads  to  great  hardship 
to  individuals,  especially  to  those  who  have  been  trained  in  a  sanitorium  and 
know  how  to  avoid  spreading  infection  and  practise  that  knowledge.  A  man  will 
sometimes  not  go  to  a  sanitorium  lest  it  becomes  known  and  may  lead  to  loss 
of  employment. 

The  compulsory  notification  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been 
in  force  since  the  beginning  vf  1912.  In  a  Report  of  the  Registrar  General 
giving  sickness  rates  of  various  infectious  diseases  for  1920  and  previous 
years  there  is  a  Table  setting  out  the  notification  rate  per  1,000  of  the 
population  cf  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  England,  excluding  London.  This  Table 
is  here  given  and  the  figures  for  Worcester  are  added  for  comparison.

It  will  be  noted  that  in  the  first  3  years,  the  sickness  rate  in  Worcester 
was  higher  than  the  average  of  the  country,  but  in  recent  years  has  been  belovr 
that  average  in  most  years.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  War  conditions  have 
conduced  to  increase  the  number  of  Tuberculous  persons.  Of  the  235  males 
notified  in  the  five  years  1917-21,  no  less  than  84  were  ex-service  men. 

There  was  also  a  marked  increase  of  deaths  of  females  in  1917  and  1918,  the 
direct  result  of  the  great  employment  of  women  in  industries,  often  under  un¬ 
favourable  conditions,  and  of  the  anxieties  and  hardships  undergone  during  the 
years  of  War.  A  substantial  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  has 
taken  place  during  1919  and  1920  throughout  the  whole  country. 

HON-PDLMQMRf  TUBERCULOSIS.  -  There  were  25  cases  notified,  13  males 
(one  an  ex-service  man)  and  12  females.  The  disease  was  in  the  Glands  in  6 
cases,  in  Joints  and  bones  in  5,  in  Abdomen  in  6,  in  the  Brain  in  4  and  4  in 
the  Skin.  Seven  of  tho  patients  died  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Five  of 
these  deaths  wore  in  children  under  5  years  of  age.

Note. — The  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1921. 
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The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  continues  as  in  previous  years.  Three  Clinics 
are  held  weekly,  one  being  on  Friday  evenings  for  the  patients  who  are  at  work, 
but  still  under  supervision. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  hiB  Report  for 
1920,  writes 

"The  work  of  the  dispensary  should  be  restricted  mainly  to  the  early 
diagnosis  of  tuberculosis,  to  consultations  and  to  special  treatment,  and  save 
in  exceptional  instances  patients  who  do  not  require  residential  treatment, or 
some  form  of  special  treatment  which  can  be  given  most  conveniently  at  or  in 
connection  with  the  dispensary,  should  be  referred  to  their  own  doctor  for 
domiciliary  treatment.  For  notwithstanding  the  extensions  which  may  be  made 
for  residential  treatment,  the  major  part  of  the  life  of  the  consumptive  will 
be  spent  at  his  own  home  and  under  domiciliary  treatment.  This  being  so  it 
is  clear  how  important  is  the  function  of  the  general  practitioner  in  giving 
advice  and  enoouragement  to  the  patient  to  regulate  the  routine  and  conditions 
of  his  life  ast©  afford  the  best  chance  of  recovery.  The  practitioner  can 
perform  more  useful  service  to  the  consumptive  in  this  direction,  than  by  the 
more  prescribing  of  medicines  to  palliate  his  symptoms.  He  should  also 
recognise  that  he  has  unique  opportunities  for  giving  advice  on  the  prevention 
of  infection." 

The  number  of  persons  seen  at  the  dispensary  during  the  year  was  343,  and 
the  attendances  made  were  1137.  All  contacts  willing  to  be  examined  and 
advised  were  seen,  and  also  persons  sent  by  the  medical  men  for  consultation. 
The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  attends  each  clinic,  makes  enquiries  at  the  hemes  of 
all  the  new  patients,  makes  notes  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  homes  and 
oireumstances  of  the  family,  visits  at  intervals  the  homes,  encouraging  the 
patients  to  live  as  healthya  life  as  their  circumstances  permit  and  to  keep 
all  the  rules  that  have  been  taught  them  in  Hospital.  The  Nurse  is  indefat¬ 
igable  in  her  efforts  to  help  all  who  will  bo  helped,  and  works  hard  in  many 
ways  outside  her  official  work  to  give  a  helping  hand  to  the  poorer  patients. 

KNIGHTWICK  SANATORIUM,  -  The  Council  retain  10  beds  at  this  Institution 
6  for  men  and  5  for  Women. 

On  January  1st,  1921,  there  were  5  males  and  4  females  in  residence. 
Seventeen  males  and  11  females  were  admitted  during  the  year.  Eleven  of  the 
22  men  were  ex-service  men.

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As  will  bo  soon  there  were  11  deaths  among  the  patients  during  the  year. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  much  good  is  dorto  by  isolating  these  advanced  cases, 
and  thereby  decreasing  the  risk  of  infection  to  members  of  thoir  families. 

There  is  great  probability  that  tuberculosis  in  the  adult  is  due  in  most 
cases  to  infection  in  early  childhood.  The  illness  caused  in  the  child  may 
be  such  as  Would  seldom  be  assigned  to  the  correct  cause.  The  infecting 
Bacilli  lie  dormant  for  years  until  the  strain  of  adolescence  and  the  beginning 
of  industrial  life,  by  lowering  the  individual  resistance,  lights  up  the 
disease  and  causes  its  spread  in  the  body.  Hence  it  is  of  the  utmost  import¬ 
ance  to  promote  all  such  measures  as  will  increase  the  individual's  resistance 
to  this  and  other  infectious  diseases.  These  measures  are  good  home 
surroundings,  decent  houses,  adequate  food  and  clothing,  and  reasonable 
hygienic  management,  in  the  homes  and  schools.  The  Child  welfare  work 
through  the  Country  has,  in  the  past,  done  much  to  improve  the  health  and 
resistant  powers  of  the  young  children  and  by  medical  examination  at  the 
Clinics  to  detect  the  beginning  of  disease  and  prevent  its  development. 

There  is  a  natural  resistance  in  the  human  race  to  tuberculosis,  which 
seems  to  increase  gradually  with  age.  It  is  therefore  very  important  that 
bofore  and  during  School  life  every  effort  should  be  made  to  increase  this 
natural  resistance  and  to  endeavour  to  detect  tho  earliest  signs  of  disease. 


THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (VENKHEAL  DISEASES)  REGULATIONS  1916. 


The  Scheme  adopted  by  the  Council  in  1917  continued  in  force  during  tho 
year.  The  Ministry  pressed  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Clinics  and  the 
Committee  of  the  General  Infirmary  agreod  to  have  two  Clinios  for  men  and  tw# 
for  women  and  children  weekly.  Ho  increase  of  cost  was  made. 

Tho  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Treatment  Centre  has  supplied  the 
following  statistics  for  the  year  1921.

It  is  desirable  to  point  out  that  as  regards  the  patients  under  treatment 
for  Syphilis  20$  of  the  men  and  9$  of  the  Women  ceased  to  attend  before 
completion  of  the  treatment.  As  regards  Gonorrhoea  13$  of  the  men  and  54$ 
of  the  "Women  ceased  to  attend  before  completion  of  treatment.  This  means  that 
most  of  these  persons  were  still  in  an  infectious  state  when  they  abandoned 
treatment.  As  the  aim  and  object  of  the  Regulations  is  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  disease,  these  figures  show  to  what  degrees  the  Regulations  fail  in 
respect  of  these  persons  who  seek  free  treatment.  Another  noteworthy  point 
is  the  very  small  number  of  womon  who  sought  treatment  for  Gonorrhoea,  only 
3  new  cases  during  the  year. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Treatment  Centre  for  the  year  was  £1130.  The 
City's  share  was  £642,  of  which  the  Ministry  of  Health  provide  75$. 

The  spooimons  sent  from  the  City  for  pathological  examination  numbered 
223;  202  from  the  Treatment  Centre  and  21  from  Medical  Practitioners.  The 
cost  of  these  examinations  was  £48.  19.  0. 

At  the  "Health  Week"  in  November  two  public  meetings,  one  for  women  and 
one  for  men,  were  held,  at  which  excellent  lectures  were  given  on  the  prevention 
of  these  disoases  and  animated  discussion  took  place.  Much  difference  of 
opinion  was  expressed,  chiofly  on  the  advisability  of  instructing  those  of 
the  public  who  seek  information,  in  the  best  moans  of  immodiate  self  disin¬ 
fection.  It  was  maintained  by  some  speakers  that  the  spread  of  knowledge  of 
provention  of  these  diseases  Would  lead  to  more  immorality,  the  idea  underlying 
this  being,  that  the  fear  of  contracting  the  disease  keeps  persons  from 
indulgence.  Others  considered  that  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  disease, 
often  to  an  innocent  person,  was  the  business  of  the  Local  Authorities,  and 
should  be  carried  out  by  such  methods  as  the  best  medical  opinion  of  the  day 
approved,  and  that  the  teaching  of  chastity  was  the  duty  of  Churches.  It  is 
not  implied  that  in  any  printed  advice  issued  by  the  Local  Authority,  the 
Christian's  and  Citizen's  duty  of  chastity  should  not  be  put  in  the  foreground. 
Local  Authorities  everywhere  would  be  anxious  that  sexual  immorality  should 
decrease;  that  would  make  for  bettor  citizenship,  but  the  duty  lies  with  the 
Churches,  especially  by  training  the  young  pf  both  soxos,  to  teach  such  lossons 
as  bring  about  self  control  and  chastity  in  sexual  relationship. 

The  facts  respecting  the  results  of  immediate  self  disinfection  are  not 
fully  known,  and  are  at  the  present  time  being  investigated  by  a  Committee  of 
Inquiry  presided  over  by  the  Right  Honourable  Lord  Trevethin,  The  result  will 
be  awaited  with  great  interest  by  all  those  who  aro  acquainted  with  the 
disastrous  effects  of  those  diseases,  which  often  falls  on  the  innocent 
woman  and  the  children. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 
By  Dr  Mary  Hollo  Mitchell. 


MimiVES  ACT,  1902 .  -  20  Midwives  notified,  the  Medical  Officer  of 

Health  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  City  of  Y/orcester.  10  of  these 
were  on  the  Staff  of  the  County  and  City  Nursing  Institution.  Judging  from 
the  Notifications  of  Births  received  from  these  10,  there  wore  some  who  had 
notified  their  intention  to  practise  probably  for  convenience  to  the 
Institution.  The  other  10  Midwives  were  in  practise  on  their  own  account. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  the  Midwives  was  862  live  births  and  40 
still-births,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives ’  Board, 
Medical  assistance  was  required  in  111  cases,  on  account  of  the  Mother  in  80 
oases,  on  account  of  the  Infant  in  30  cases  including  still-births. 

INSPECTION  OF  MUNIVES .  -  The  routine  inspection  of  Midwives 1  registers, 

bags  and  appliances  according  to  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives1  Board  was 
carried  out  by  the  Midwives  Inspectors.  There  was  no  special  inspection  of 
their  work.  All  cases  of  still-births.  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  and  of  Puerperal 
Fever  were  inquired  into  and  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors  -  one  of  the 
Health  Visitors  being  Assistant  Inspector  of  Midwives. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907.  -  979  live  births  and  42  still-births 

were  notified  during  the  year  1921.  The  Midwives  notified  862  live  births 
and  36  still-births.  Doctors  notified  73  live  births  and  4  still-births;  and 
the  remaining  39  live  births  and  2  still-births  were  notified  by  Parents, 
Maternity  Nurses  or  by  the  Master  of  the  Union. 

19  Deaths  of  Infants  occurred  before  the  eleventh  day  after  birth  when 
the  Health  Visitor  pays  her  first  visit.  822  names  were  plaoed  on  the  Health 
Vifcitors*  register  and  all  of  these  babies  were  visited  by  them,  and  most  of 
them  were -brought  later  to  the  Clinics. 

MIEY7IVES 1  ACT,  19jj,8.  -  There  were  111  payments  made  to  Doctors  for 

attendance  on  women  and  infants  at  confinements  by  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  -  the  total  claims  received  amounted  to  £177.  2.  0.  and  £3.  17.  6. 
was  recovered  from  patients.  The  Act  insists  that  in  certain  cases  of 
emergency  as  defined  in  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives1  Board,  a  Midwife 
must  call  to  her  assistance  a  registered  Medical  Practitioner.  The  Local 
Authority  is  responsible  for  the  fee  incurred  but  can  take  steps  to  recover 
all  or  part  from  patients  who  have  the  ability  to  pay. 

It  was  felt  that  more  money  ought  tp  be  recovered,  and  in  December  the 
Health  Committee  handed  over  the  matter  to  the  Maternity  Child  Y/elfar© 
Committee  to  investigate.  This  Committee  undertook  to  oonsider  each  oaB© 
and  to  arrange  what  fee  or  portion  of  the  fee  each  patient  should  be  asked 
to  pay  by  the  instalment  system.  This  arrangement  is  expeoted  to  prove  a 
success.  The  work  of  recovery  of  fees  was  undertaken  by  the  Child  Welfare 
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Dept.,  -  this  entailed  letters,  visits  oT  investigation,  interviews,  payments, 
and  receipts  for  these  paymonts.  All  this  work  oncroachod  on  the  tine  of  the 
staff  vory  considorably,  especially  the  Doctor's. 


HATE  Id'll  TY  &  CHILD  WELFAifli;  ACT,  19113. 


(1)  Midwives.  -  The  Local  Authority  lias  paid  in  necessitous  cases  the 
Midwives '  foes  for  attendance  on  patients,  formerly  up  to  15/~  now  up  to  21/- 
for  each  case.  There  were  47  claims  for  foes,  and  £33.  3.0.  was  paid  by  the 
Local  Authority  to  Midwives.  The  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Committee  in 
December  agreed  to  consider  oach  case  in  which  the  Midwife  was  not  able  to 
obtain  her  fee  from  the  patient,  with  a  view  of  recovering  a  part  or  the 
whole  of  the  foe • 

(2)  "Home-helps"  -  "Home-helps"  have  boon  granted  on  the  same  scale  as 
that  adopted  for  milk,  free  or  at  reduced  prices.  The  Local  Authority  only 
paid  a  half  or  a  third  unless  the  whole  ^as  paid  -  this  avoided  the  unnecessary 
Yfork  of  recovering  small  sums  of  money.  52  helps  w ore  provided  at  a  cost  of 
£41.  17.  3. 

(3 )  Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  -  10  pationts 

were  treated  during  the  past  year,  4  for  Extractions,  4  for  Extractions  and 
no w  Dentures,  and  2  for  Denturos  only  -  the  total  sum  paid  for  the  work  was 
£53.  19.  0.,  of  which  £13.  13.  0.  was  recovered  from  the  patients.  The 
Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Committee  undertook  to  consider  each  application 
for  Dental  treatment  and  state  the  amount  each  patient  was  expected  to  pay, 

(4)  Home  Nursing  -  The  Council  pay  an  inclusive  feo  of  £50  a  year  for 
the  nursing  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Epidemic 
Diarrhoea,  Pneumonia,  and  other  children's  ailments.  This  work  was  carried 
out  very  efficiently  by  the  District  Nurses  attached  to  the  County  and  City 
Nursing  Institution. 

(5)  Hospital  Treatment  for  Children  under  5  years  -  At  the  Ophthalmic 
Hospital  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  treated  for  the  sum  of  one  guinea 
per  case.  In  some  instances  the  cases  wore  treated  at  homo  -  the  latter 
method  of  treatment  was  an  expensive  one,  and  meant  that  the  Doctors'  accounts 
ran  into  guineas.  The  Midwives  were  supplied  from  the  Health  Office  with 
Collosol  Argentum  for  Prophylactic  purposes.  There  were  9  cases  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  notified  during  1921,  as  compared  with  26  in  1920,  17  oases  fewer. 

The  City  Council  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Committee  of  the 
General  Infirmary,  Worcester,  during  1921  whereby  children  under  five  years 
oould  be  received  for  Hospital  treatment  at  7/6d  per  day,  provided  there  were 
beds  available. 

It  will  have  been  noticed  that  tho  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Committee 
consider  every  case  whether  for  Dontal  treatment  or  for  Medical  Attention, 
or  for  attendance  by  a  Midwife,  in  order  to  recover  some  portion,  if  not  all, 
of  the  f ee . 
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Tho  go r.o r u  1  arrangements  for  attending  to  tho  health  ol’  Expoctunt  and 
Nursing  kothors  and  young  children  are  as  follows  :- 

Thorn  tiro  four  Hoalth  Visitors  (ono  whoso  salary  is  paid  for  by  the 
Infant  Health  Society).  The  City  is  divided  into  four  districts,  each  Health 
Visitor  supervises  a  district  and  superintends  a  clinic  to  v/hich  the  Infante 
from  her  district  are  brought.  Tuesday  aftornoon  is  specially  reserved  fpr 
Mothers  Expectant  and  Nursing,  but  where  it  is  more  convenient  for  the  Mothers, 
Pre-natal  and  Post-natal  cases  are  seen  and  advised  at  any  of  the  clinics. 

The  Health  Visitors  have  again  completed  a  year  of  stronuous  and  success¬ 
ful  work.  There  have  been  822  first  visits  paid,  4218  visits  to  Infants  under 
1  year,  6113  visits  to  children  over  1  year  and  under  5  years,  as  well  as  visits 
to  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  various  special  visits  regarding  Still¬ 
births,  Doctors  and  Midwives  fees,  etc. 

,  The  groat  increase  in  number  of  cases  seen  and  homes  visited  is  duo  to 
tho  fact  that  there  are  now  four  Hoalth  Visitors,  in  placo  of  three,  oach 
supervising  a  fourth  of  the  City.  Tho  former  arrangement  was  that  two  had 
each  one  half  of  the  City  and  the  third  undertook  the  entire  Anto-natal  work 
of  tho  City.  Each  Health  Visitor  has  now  one  clinic  instead  of  two  except 
tho  fourth  Health  Visitor  who  superintends  tho  Mothors1  clinic  as  wo 1 1  as  hor 
cwn  Infants’  clinic. 

The  investigations  regarding  the  milk  are  all  done  by  the  second  clerk, 
formerly  these  investigations  were  accomplished  by  the  Health  Visitors  - 
naturally  this  occupied  a  good  portion  of  their  time. 

ANTE  &  POST-NATAL  WORK*  -  The  total  number  of  attendances  made  at  tho 
Mothers1  "Clinics  was  1266  and  there  were  50  Clinics  held  especially  for 
Mothers.  During  the  greater  part  of  1921  each  Health  Visitor  supervised  hor 
own  Ante-natal  cases  on  her  particular  district,  and  only  referred  to  tho 
Centro  or  to  tho  “Talks  for  Mothers"  cases  which  required  medical,  hygionic 
or  educational  advice.  The  numbers  as  compared  with  1920  are  smaller  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  tho  re-arrangement  of  ?rork*  Formerly  thoro  were  two  Clinics  hold 
weekly,  the  Doctor  attending  one,  the  one  Health  Visitor  whose  salary  was  paid 
for  partly  by  the  Infant  Hoalth  Society  attendod  both  and  undertook  the  whole 
of  the  Ante-natal  work  for  the  City.  It  was  impossible  for  her  to  visit  qll 
the  oases  and  so  a  greater  number  of  patiorts  attended  the  Clinics  to  seek 
advico •

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There  were  142  special  attendances,  i.o.,  patients  who  come  to  enquire 
about  Dental  treatment.  Dinners,  Milk  and  Maternity  Bags  -  the  average 
attendance  of  Mothers  was  25  a  woek. 

Dinners  -  Free  Dinners  were  given  to  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  whose 
circumstances  would  only  permit  them  being  placed  on  the  free  milk  scale. 

4907  Dinners  have  been  provided  at  a  total  cost  of  £372.  14.  6.  This  item 
of  expenditure  is  greater  than  it  was  for  1920  because  the  Infant  Health 
Society  had  provided  dinners  during  1920  until  the  City  Council  agreed  to  take 
this  over  from  that  Society. 

The  health  of  the  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  has  been  extraordinary 
good,  this  is  ascribed  to  the  excellent  supervision  the  Health  Visitors 
exercised  over  their  patients,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  either  dinners  or 
milk  was  given  to  necessitous  cases. 

Two  of  the  Health  Visitors  held  most  instructive  and  interesting  classes 
for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  every  Friday  afternoon  -  after  the  "classes" 
tea  was  provided  by  the  Infant  Health  Society. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS.  -  When  the  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Department 
in  May  1921  moved  into  54,  Lowesmoor,  it  was  arranged  that  a  clinic  should  be 
held  there  every  afternoon  of  the  week  except  Friday  and  Saturday  -  on  the 
former  afternoon  the  clinic  is  held  in  St.  Clement’s  parish  room  where  those 
from  the  west  side  of  the  River  attend,  while  the  latter  afternoon  is  the 
Staff’s  half-holiday. 

The  Doctor  attends  each  clinic  and  sees  and  examines  the  new  babies  and 
those  which  are  ailing  -  when  time  permits  she  examines  those  in  apparently 
good  health.  2245  examinations  of  babies  during  the  past  year  were  made, 
and  there  wer o  213  clinios  held. 

The  health  of  the  Infants  attending  the  Centre  has  been  wonderfully  good 
during  the  past  year,  evidence  of  this  is  shown  by  the  very  low  doathrate  of 
Infants  under  1  year  -  60.4  per  1,000  births  (the  smallest  number  ever 
recorded  being  60). 

I\lo  epidemic  of  any  kind  has  occurred  and  no  death  from  Epidemic 
Diarrhoea  occurred  amongst  the  children  attending  the  clinics.  It  was 
expected  that  after  such  a  long  dry  hot  Summer  there  Would  bo  an  epidemic 
of  Summer  Diarrhoea,  and  emergency  preparations  were  made.  There  certainly 
were  a  goodly  number  of  children  who  suffered  from  this  complaint,  but  by 
the  prompt  attention  the  cases  received  from  the  Welfare  Staff  in  co-operation 
with  the  Nurses  attached  to  the  Nursing  Institution  the  children  very  quickly 
recovered. 

Tnere  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  if  the  State  did  not  provide  Mothers 
and  Infants  with  cows’  milk  or  dried  milk  either  free  or  at  a  reduced  rate, 
there  would  be  much  more  illness.  Her haps  the  most  serious  question  in 
connection  with  the  health  of  the  Mothers  and  Infants  is  the  question  of 
over  frequent  pregnancies.  The  State  spends  large  sums  of  money  on  milk, 
but  this  will  not  solve  that  problem,  there  must  be  self-restraint.

THE  INFANT  HEALTH  SOCIETY.  -  The  Infant  Health  Society  continues  to 
maintain  its  prestige  for  performing  very  many  benevolent  and  necessary  acts 
which  are  quite  beyond  the  scope  of  the  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Dept.  The 
members  of  this  Society  soil  at  cost  price  garments  of  approved  material  and 
shape  at  evory  clinic,  and  the  Sewing  Class  on  Monday  afternoon  held  by  o. 
member  of  this  Society  was  again  regularly  attended  by  Mothers  from  the 
various  Clinics  who  greatly  enjoyed  and  appreciated  this  Class. 

Due  to  the  indefatigable  energy  and  resources  of  the  Chairwoman,  Mrs. 
Wilson,  and  the  Hon.  Secretary,  Mrs.  Duncan,  and  the  kindness  of  the 
President,  Alderman  Carlton,  a  Baby  Competition  was  hold  under  the  auspices 
of  this  Society  during  the  latter  half  of  July  and  the  beginning  of  August. 
There  were  over  300  competitors.  The  Judge  commented  very  favourably  on  the 
physique  and  mentality  of  the  Worcester  babies,  and  on  the  fact  that  there 
were  86  competitors  in  the  class  for  babies  under  9  months  Breast  fed,  as 
comparod  with  29  competitors  in  the  class  for  babies  under  9  months  bottle 
fed.  The  Judge  referred  to  one  lamentable  fact  which  was  borne  out  by  the 
marking  of  the  babies  -  it  was  that  so  many  babies  vrere  not  vaccinated  and 
their  parents  had  no  intention  of  having  them  done.  In  view  of  this  fact 
the  Infant  Health  Society  defrayed  the  oxpensos  of  a  Lecturer,  Professor 
Harrison,  London,  to  deliver  two  lectures  during  the  Health  Week  in  November. 

The  Infant  Health  Society  in  co-oporation  with  the  Maternity  &  Child 
Welfare  Dept.,  had  a  very  good  exhibit  at  the  Health  Week  Exhibition.  The 
exhibit  comprised  model  Clothing,  shapes  and  patterns  of  every  description, 
meals  for  variously  agod  children  up  to  fivo  years  based  on  Dr.  Eric 
Pritchard's  diotetics;  also  foods  suitable  and  unsuitable  for  Nursing  and 
Expectant  Mothers;  a  good  series  of  foods  which  contain  the  necessary 
vitaraines;  various  bottles  and  teats  with  amounts  of  various  foods  necessary 
for  bottle  fed  Infants  at  various  ages;  very  artistic,  hygienic  and  inexpen¬ 
sive  cots  made  from  all  sorts  of  boxes;  and  many  other  excellent  exhibits. 

The  cots  were  mado  more  realistic  by  having  life  sized  sleeping  dolls  in  thorn 
this  attracted  great  numbers  of  school  children. 

Aiftong  many  other  interesting  and  instructive  exhibits  mention  must  be 
made  of  the  Model  House  and  the  Dirty  House.  The  Superintendent  of  the 
Nursing  Institution  kindly  got  ready  and  supervised  this  oxhibit  which  gained 
much  attention.  The  clean  and  dirty  Mothers  we  re  very  cleverly  portrayed  by 
two  Nurses  from  the  Institution,  the  clean  Mother  gained  much  approval  but 
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the  dirty  Mother,  vrho  showed  her  true  Irish  wit,  proved  specially  attraotive 
to  the  majority  of  the  visitors. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  -the  Centre  and  members  of  the  Welfare  Staff  along 
with  members  of  the  Infant  Health  Society  were  on  duty  to  demonstrate  the 
various  exhibits.  Perhaps  the  only  fault  was  that  there  wore  too  many 
exhibits  for  the  demonstrators  to  demonstrate  as  often  as  they  would  have 
wished  to  tho  vast  crowds  which  packed  the  Hall  especially  during  the  evening. 

The  success  of  the  Health  V/eek  and  Exhibition  was  principally  due  to 
the  energetic  organization  of  Mrs.  Herbage  Edwards  (Lady  Councillor),  and  Dr. 
Walpole  Simmons,  Chairman  of  tho  Health  Committee. 

Once  more  it  is  hardly  possible  to  express  in  adequate  words  thanks  to 
the  Voluntary  VYorkers  -  there  have  been  nine.  If  it  had  not  been  for  their 
excellent  and  kindly  assistance  the  Clinics  could  not  have  been  so  efficiently 
run.  These  Voluntary  Workers  weigh  the  babies,  keep  the  Clinic  registers, 
enter  the  weights  on  the  weight  cards,  amuse  the  children  while  the  Mothers 
attend  the  "Talks",  and  make  tea  for  the  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers.  The 
expense  of  these  teas  is  defrayed  by  the  Infant  Health  Society. 

The  beneficial  influence  the  Health  Visitors  and  Voluntary  Workers 
exercise  over  the  patients  is  wonderful,  and  is  shown  by  the  very  orderly 
and  polite  way  the  Mothers  behave  when  they  attend  the  Centre. 

Thanks  are  also  offered  to  the  Inspector  provided  by  the  National  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  who  is  always  most  willing  to 
help  the  Department  in  every  possible  way. 

STILL-BIRTHS .  -  During  1921,  42  Still-births  were  notified.  Medical 

men  were  in  attendance  in  32  of  these  cases.  Four  Mothers  whose  infants 
were  still-born  died  during  their  Confinements,  three  because  of  Haemorrhage, 
and  one  was  suffering  from  Addisons’  disease. 

Enquiries  regarding  the  Still-births  elicited  the  following  facts 

9  Still-births  were  due  to  the  Mothers  suffering  from  various  diseases, 
as  for  instance  Puerperal  Mania,  Venereal  Disease*  Heart  Disease  (Mitral 
Stenosis),  Influenza  and  Kidney  trouble.  In  8  cases  of  Still-births  there 
was  Mal-presontation  of  the  Infant,  one  of  these  cases  was  further  complicated 
by  a  Fibroid  tumour.  No  less  than  10  Still-births  were  ascribed  to  accidents 
such  as  frights,  falls  and  over  straining.  Deformity  of  Mother  or  child  was 
responsible  for  6  Still-births;  the  position  of  the  Cord  causing  strangulation 
accounted  for  3  cases.  In  one  of  two  Still-births  ascribed  to  prolonged 
labour  it  was  the  sixteenth  child. 

The  large  number  of  Still-births  unfortunately  demonstrates  the  fact  that 
much  more  supervision  and  care  is  required  for  the  Expectant  Mother  in 
general,  and  the  teaching  of  self-restraint  to  prevent  those  over-frequent 
pregnancies  which  may  become  such  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the  future 
generation, 

INCIDENCE  OF  THE  DISEASES  THAT  OCCUR  AMONG 'WOMEN  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN.  - 

1.  PUERPERAL  FEVER.  -  Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  One 
was  notified  from  the  Workhouse  Infirmary  and  recovered;  two  others  ware 
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treated  at  tho  Gonorul  Infirmary,  one  recovered  and  one  died;  the  fourth  vras 
treated  at  hor  home  and  died  at  the  ond  of  three  weeks. 

2.  OPHTHALMIA  NIMNATOROM .  —  9  cases  vroro  notified  and  all  recovered 

completely,  there  boing  no  impairment  of  vision  in  any  ono  case.  Throe  vroro 
treated  in  tho  Cut-pationt  Dopt.  of  the  Ophthalmic  Hospital  and  tho  other  six 
received  Iviodical  attention  at  home  by  their  own  Doootrs. 

3.  MEASLES  &  HI BELLA .  -  Those  diseases  were  not  notifiable  during  the 

year  1921,  there  vroro  no  deaths  from  these  diseases  and  only  a  few  Sporadic 
cases  vroro  found  at  tho  homes  visited. 

4.  WHOOPING  COUGH.  -  This  is  not  a  notifiable  disease.  The  Health 
Visitors  found  112  children  suffering  from  this  disease  when  visiting  at  the 
homos.  One  death  occurred  from  ti  is  disease.

5.  EPIDEMIC  DIARRHOEA.  -  There  were  a  considerable  number  of  cases  but 
not  a  bad  epidemic.  Six  deaths  occurred  from  Diarrhoea  but  none  among  the 
little  patients  who  were  brought  to  the  Centre.  The  Health  Visitors  reported 
226  cases. 

The  burses  attached  to  the  Nursing  Institution  according  to  agreement  with 
the  City  Council  nursed  all  cases  of  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  Whooping  Cough, 
Measles,  etc.,  which  wore  entrusted  to  them.  This  nursing  has  boon  a  groat 
boon  to  many  of  the  Mothers. 

6.  EPIDEMIC  INFLUENZA.  -  There  have  been  very  few  cases  of  Influenza 
during  the  past  year,  and  no  deaths  have  been  registered  among  the  young 
childron. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

STAFF.  -  The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  remains  as  dotailed  in  the 
report  for  1920. 

THE  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  remains  the  same  and  is  sufficient  for  the 
City’s  noods. 

THE  CHEMICAL  &  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS  are  made  at  the  Laboratory 
at  the  Shi rehall. 

Tho  City  V/ator  is  examinod  bacteriologically  weekly  and  at  other  times 
if  necessary. 

Svrabs  from  throats  were  examined  -  301  from  Medical  Practitioners  and 
550  from  the  City  Hospital. 

The  sputum  examinations  numbered  230;  128  from  Medical  Practitioners  and 


102  from  tho  Tuberculosis  Off i cor s. 

llUUbING.  -  Tho  Iloalth  Committee  has  during  1921  visitod  many  Districts 
of  tho  City  and  has  inspected  144  houses,  ordering  repairs  of  various  kinds 
to  bo  carried  out. 

There  were  6  representations  made  concerning  houses  unfit  for  habitation, 
and  Closing  Orders  we re  made  in  3  cases.  Two  of  the  6  houses  have  been  ren¬ 
dered  fit  and  one  other  has  been  demolished.  In  many  cases  the  owners  of  the 
unfit  houses  have  had  no  money  with  which  to  repair  them  and  havo  sold  the 
houses  to  persons  who  can  do  this.  In  some  instances  the  Committee  has 
allowed  owners  to  do  the  work  in  sections,  the  urgent  repairs  being  done  first. 

The  Schedule  attached  shews  that  a  great  amount  of  housing  work  has  been 
done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  mostly  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  also 
that  most  of  this  Work  has  been  carried  out  as  the  result  of  sending  "request 
or  informal"  notices.  This  is  very  satisfactory  as  it  shows  the  owner  willing 
to  do  necessary  repairs  and  acknowledging  that  the  Inspectors'  requests  are 
reasonable . 

In  the  Report  for  1920,  it  was  stated  that  the  health  Committee  had  mad© 
Closing  Orders  against  50  houses.  Thirty-three  of  those  houses,  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  are  still  occupied,  there  being  nowhere  for  the  tenants 
to  go  to.  Two  are  being  reconstructed,  4  have  been  demolished  by  the  owners, 
and  10  are  void,  being  too  dilapidatedto  repair. 

The  total  number  of  houses  completed  under  the  Housing  Scheme  is  129  and 
there  are  20  more  to  be  finished,  in  addition  4  houses  have  been  erected  by 
private  owners. 

There  is  stillurgent  need  of  more  houses  at  such  a  rental  as  can  be  paid 
by  a  man  receiving  present  day  wages.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  the  costs  of 
building  are  much  decreased  that  many  more  houses  will  be  built. 

There  is  no  single  factor  that  has  a  greater  influence  on  public  health 
than  the  housing  conditions  of  a  country.  A  badly  housed  community  cannot  be 
a  healthy  one,  and  the  children  now  growing  up  must  suffer  so  long  as  the 
housing  conditions  remain  as  they  are.
